DOCTORS AT HEALTH 
MINISTRY! 


London, Dee, 6. 

The danger to health , caused/by 
London's night noises was brought 
to the altentfon of the Minister of 
Henith by a deputation from the 
People's League of Health . Intro- 
duced yesterday by Sir Thomas 
Horder: sy : 

Dr, Matthew B, Ray complained 
that, serious us the conditions were 
for those enjoying a fair measure of 
‘health, aufferers in nursing homes 
and hospitals whose very lives de- 
pended on the recuperative powers 
of undisturbed sleep, were in a 
position that called for immediate 
relief, Not only were thelr cara 
assaulted by the clamour and racket 
of the street traffic, but when night 
came and some measure of relief 
might rensonably be expected, sleep 
was Impossible owing to the belnted 
revellers of both sexes. 

Sir Robert Armstrong-Joncs em- 
phosined the devastating effect of 
nolge on the everyday brain worker 
and on the sick and ill. . To the 
neurotic person who did ‘the work 
of thé - world, slecp was indfs- 
ponaable, a vital necessity, but in 
present.clrcumatances was often im- 
possible of attainment. The ordi- 
nary worker had his sleep disturbed 
by loud and most distressing nojecs. 
He rose tn the morning shaky, con- 
fused, and unrefreshed, after his 
go called “night's rest.” His health 
suffered, hia work deterlorated, and 
he eventually joined the highly sen- 
sitlye neurasthenie, who might, in 
conacquence of loss of sleep, end hia 
life in. the, asylum or me an 
nddict to acdatives, or to drugs. - In 
any case, unless ‘he could secure na- 
tural sleep, his health was ruined.
